Tonight, unless all signs fail, twenty- 


lour councilmen, twelve democrats an^l 
twelve republicans, will sit in the council 
chamber at city hall and resume a battle 
of ballots which, by force of circumstances 
•was suspended several months ago, wheu 
Councilmen John E. Sullivan of Ward 
Six was declared elected president of the 
council, and in accordance with the re- 
•ult of the ballot took tils seat at the pres- 
ident's desk. 


Though his term of office lias extended 


over a period of several months, only once 
has he presided over the body which elect- 
ed him for the reason that the republican 
members of that body disputing his right 
and titlo to the position have steadfastly 
refused to take part in any meeting at 
which, he presided. 


Tonight, the lower branch, will be in the 


same position it held on the first Monday 
In January. 


Councilman Patrick H. Barry will be in 


the chair and ivill officiate as president 
pro tern. 


Of course there are all sorts of rumors 


afloat to the effect that the deadlock will 
be speedily broken. While little credence 
is placed in any of them, still there is a 
possibility that something may happen. 
There are those who say the man who 
breaks away from his party now will be a 
"markedman." Others argue that it is time 
for the democrats now to watch and wait 
for some proposition from the republicans 
looking toward a settlement of the dead- 
lock. Any fair settlement will bo wel- 
colmed by the city, regardless of party 
affiliations. 
But this compromise, at least 


Ihe democratic end of it, should be agree- 
able to all the democratic councilruen. 
Whatever compromise or trade is made 
should emanate from the twelve acting as 
a body and not from any Individual coun- 
cilman. 


It seems to be the sentiment of the 


democrats that as Councilman Sullivan 
was properly elected president,they should 
stick to him as their candidate for the 
office. 


They hold he was fairly elected and that 


they should not do anything to give either 
credence or plausibility to the • charge 
made oy republicans that he was elected 
by fraud. 
Tonight a course of action will doubt- 


less be adopted, but it will not be op- 
posed to the acceptance of any reason- 
able proposition to do business. 
The 


democratic councilmen themselves are 
tired of the deadlock and are anxious to 
get a fair opportunity of ending it. 


Once the common council settles down 


to action it will take some time to clear 
up the business that has accumulated 
since the beginning of the municipal year. 
Already stacks of petitions and other con- 
current business awaits disposal by the 
lower branch.

A performance was in progress in the 


great opera house when the first shock 
was fult. A groLit rumbling v/;i.s heard, 
and the structure seemed to swuy and 
rock to and fro. People jumped from 
their seats, and a great} panic ensued, 
they being in a state of 'Utmost excite- 
ment. Many fled- f torn the theater with 
the instinct to make for the pluzas which 
always tnkcs hold of the crowd in the pres- 
ence of an earthquake. The more plucky, 
however, remained, and, assuring each 
c-thcr that the danger was passed, resumed 
their scats, and the performance was con- 
tinued. 


It was still in progress when the second 


and severer shock was felt, and the whole 
audience fled to the narrow streets. 


Foreigners dully Scsu-ed. 


. At the hotels, which are frequented by 
the crowds of tourists, the fright and dis- 
order at the threatened calamity in n 
strange land were even greater. There 
was a babel of different languages, and 
frantic but vain attempts to secure a hcar- 
irig from servants and to make tholr ap- 
peals understood. 


Fabulous prices were offered for convey- 


ances in which to get away from the city 
or to sleep in the streets. Many Ameri- 
can and English tourists were the success- 
ful bidders in the lively competition to 
secure omnibuses, in which they spent the 
. night. 


All kinds of vehicles were employed as 


Bleeping quarters by the terrified popu- 
lace. -.-. It Is calculated that there were iOOO 
carriages used in this way in Florence 
during Saturday night as a refuge foi 
those who were driven In them to the 
open spaces of the city, to escape, as far as 
possible, from the danger of-falling build- 
ings and walls.

WABKIXOTOX, ', May 
23. — The United 


States has been again asked to act as In- 
termediary in an international complica- 
tion. This time- the trouble Is between 
France and "Venezuela, resulting iu a com- 
plete termination oi diplomatic relations 
bet\vcon them. 
j 


The French minister at Caracas recently 


was given his passports, whereupon France 
sent two warships to tukc away her min- 
ster and all the legation archives. At the 
saino time, Franco handed, to the Vene- 
zuelan minister at Paris his passports, 
and he summarily departed. 


The request for the mediation of the 


United States Is made by the Venezuelan 
government through its minister at 'Wash- 
ington, Seuor Audi-ade. He was instructed 
by the Venezuelan minister of foreign af- 
fairs a short while ago to request that tho 
United States ambassador at Paris, Mr. 
Enstls, be asked to act as intermediary iu 
restoring friendly relations between, tho 
two countries. 


Tho United States legation at Caracas 


was also notified of the desire of tho Ven- 
ezuelan government, and sent a recom- 
mendation to the state department that 
the office of intermediary bu accepted. 


Department officials will not discuss the 


subject, and it cannot be learned whether 
instructions havo yet been sent to Ambas- 
sador Eustls. 


Oi-Jffln of the Trouble, 


The trouble between France and\ Vene- 


zuela originated about four months ago. 


A number of European ministers resid- 


ing at Caracas united in a confidential 
note to their respective governments, in 
•which they told of the lux condition of tho 
government and the tendency of Vene- 
zuelan officials to avoid the settlement of 
just claims. 


Tho note was signed by the ministers o£ 


France, Germany, Spain and Belgium. 
The Italian minister did not sign it, but 
scut it to his government "for informa- 
tion." By mischance, the "confidential" 
was omitted from the uotc, and It \vns 
published, with the signatures of the min- 
isters, in the Italian green book, 


Venezuela thus was pilloried. She at 


once gave their passports to the French, 
Spanish and- Belgium-ministers, but tho 
German minister hud left before this in- 
dignity could be offered to him. By this 
step Venezuela was almost cut off with 
relations with loading nations. 
Great 


Britain withdrew her ministers some time 
ago, because of tho boundary trouble. 


It is .with a view of overcoming this 


isolation that Venezuela now asks the 
kindly offices of the United States toward 
assuming relations with the rest of the 
world.

ro] ir;. 


A.s a pood suit of clothes qin now bo 


bought iit retail for $10, and as a cheap 
coat means a cheap man, tho nation 
will bo degraded as well as lose tho ben- 
efit of yearn of education in tlio main- 
tenance of high wages by means of high 
tariffs. 
Had tho mills staid idle a few 


mouths lucger, we should not now bo 
talking of tho return of prosperity and 
ail eru of cheap prices at tho same time. 
And when prosperity did come thework- 


inii could tako his big salary and 


pay the manufacturers the old estab- 
lished -10 per cent profit and respect him- 
self as much ns tho gambler who throws 
away his Irust quarter far a cigar. 
The 


sudden rise of nieu like Carnegio from 
penury to colossal wealth would encour- 
age him to speculate with eucli money 
as he could save or borrow, banks would 
be established, boom towns would bo 
built, lucky investments would go up 
like rockets, and when ho had won his 
fortune ho wouldn't know how to value 
it and himself by tho knowledge of tho 
hundreds of bis comrades who had failed. 


Kor is this all When, wo took off the 


duties ou certain raw materials, wo not 
only made low prices of manufactured 
goods possible here but all over the 
world. 
This led to Buch increased con- 


sumption at home that our manufactur- 
ers have been producing enormous stocks 
in the effort to keep up with their or- 
ders, and new men have been coming 
into business, who have rushed into mar- 
kets that tbo older and wiser generation 
neglected, thus letting down tho bars to 
all manner of future disasters. 
They 


have been carrying coals to Newcastle 
by shipping woolen goods to Bradford 
and shoes to Bristol. Tho result will be 
that when they shall have lost all their 
money, once the English see fit to out 
prices, the foreigner will again seize our 
markets, aud wo shall Tx) ground under 
tho iron heel of English gold. 


Already they have begun reprisals by 


marking down their goods and threaten- 
ing to oven-tin tho new Asiatic and 
South American markets, which we 
might havo captured by judicious stealth, 
with tho udded satisfaction of making 
the heathen pay double or triple the 
profits that wo can gctfroni tho British. 
Tho Christian prerogative of spoiling 
tho lands of the benighted ara thus lost 
to us forever. 


Likewise we Lave subjected ourselves 


to still auother menace. 
We havo no 


tariff on hides, nsi1. when the supply ran 
low here our tanners went abroad and 
bought in Argentina and Australia, be- 
ing compelled to pay 100 per cent more 
than 12 months i.go. Under the McKin- 
ley regime raw materials were cheap 
and only manufactured products high, 
thus putting the chief burden of produc- 
tion on the former, where it rightly be- 
longs. We do not deny that in this case 
leather has gone up enormously, but this 
has been used to our disadvantage, just 
as it was in a different wny with cheap 
woolen goods. The Boston Commercial 
Bulletin, a stanch high tariff weekly, 
had the following mournful intelligence 
in last Saturday's market reports:

Tho correct card of tho present day Is ol 


immaculate whiteness, tho unattainable 
tint for which wo sigh in our tablo linon. 
Absolutely no hint of pink or cream is ad- 
missible. An extremely thin paper card 
Is sometimes used in England, and also 
finds friends horo, but it Is too much like 
the squares of cheap paper which hotol 
clerks supply to callors upon their guests. 
Stationers furnish two kinds of cards—one 
thick aud firm, and the other a little thin- 
ner—^-but tho choico is tbo former. 


Cards are engraved In clear script char- 


acters, smaller or larger, as individual 
tnsto may suggest, or else In tho plain ro- 
jnan capitals which aro now so popular. 
Tho script, letters arc distinct aud severely 
simple. We havo uo ti«e to decipher hier- 
oglyphics. 
The charaScrs must bo large 


enough to be easily read. A man must no! 
express his beautiful humility by writiu_ 
his name ns small as possible. 
JEe must 


do tilings as other people do them. 


But he may with modesty—nay, he 


must—cull himself "Mr. " upon his cnrfl.

Yet, if 
ono limy believe all that tliu London Prac- 
tical Confectioner tells, thu earliest concep- 
tion of this gem of tli(j confectioner's art 
dates back to a period of ihc remotest an- 
tiquity, and the din mid us of its birth anil 
genealogical descent uroHcurcely less intfr- 
t^tiiig than thcisoof the growth of veilkmlc 
itself. Lonfr Ijufore. tho introduction of the 
wedding ring, .-01:10 2,000 years ago, tho 
counterpart of what is now known as 
bride's cake was an established institu- 
tion. Lon^' before even the church hself 
ivas though: of. it was so necessary an ad- 
junct in the fiolcmni/ation of marriage 
that without ic the ceremonial was consid- 
ered invalid. 


Like most, things archaic, it must be ad- 


mitted ll:at what lias been called Ihi^ pre- 
cis- origination cf "bread cereniuny" at 
primitive weddings is shrouded in mytho- 
logical mystery- Among niicienl writers 


. c.'i the subject, Quiutus Curtius is proba- 


bly the most definite. 
Ho alludes to tho 


laws of Romulus pertaining to it, which 
the latler, in turn, is said to have Iiased 
upon those of the Ktrtisfans and other bar- 
barous races who preceded the foundation 
of Rome. Instead of adopting an elabo- 
rate, process of betrothal and imirria.L'e.tho 
ever practical Romulus devi^t-d a Minplu 
method known as confarreano. wlien.-by 
the parties by simply eating a loaf of bar- 
ley together, with earlier formalities, ac- 
complished their union at once. Thus 
oroi;u tho "bread ceremony" in contracting 
marriafie, and that barley loaf was the 
first ancestor of the. British wedding rake. 


In subsequent times ihe coarser barley 


product pave place to line whcaten cakes 
nt confarreauon eelcbjations.jirid theprnc- 
tlco sprung up of distributing these among 
the families ami friends of thu wedded 
pair. As civilisation advanced other forms 
of mnrriape crept in, trad eventually su- 
perseded eonfarrcation, but the ancient 
cake eating custom remained in vogue. 
Indeed, ag the baker's art progressed those 
cakes became more and more ornamental 
In appearance, and an impression hc^'an tu 
prevail that they were emblematic of hap 
piness and plenty rather than an-Hc of by- 
gono nuptial vows; hcnco in all civilized 
countries the bridal cake is now regardc'd as 
presagingan abundance of all good things 
to those who arc privileged to partake o! 
It. The original Ideii, however, of the unity 
that was established by eating these cakes 
was never entirely dissociated from thorn. 
It was thought, therefore, that the practice 
of giving a, separate cake to each person 
was not quits so appropriate to thu occa- 
sion as the giving to each a portion of one 
und the samo cake, and one wedding cake 
came- to bo substituted for several.

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Mgr. Satolli haa 


received a copy oE an encyclical recently 
lesuod by the popo on tho subject of tho 
union of Christendom. It is addressed to 
all Catholics. Following is tho substance: 


"Most worthy is the prayer which tho 


church never ceases to offer to God, that 
wherever Chrlutl.in 
people exist there 


should be ouo faith of mind nnd holiness 
of action. In liko manner we have never 
failed to nourish among Catholics that de- 
sire for union, and even now are wo more 
strenuously urging it ou those whom tho 
clun-cli husbocii calling back to her fold. 


"Tho source from whence we are espec- 


ially to expect assistance- and success for 
thcso designs and plans of ours is none 
other than tho 'Father of Mercies,' whom 
wo rightly invoke and to whom it per- 
tains to illumluo our minds aud gra- 
ciously to turn our wills to the way of 
salvation. Catholics surely cannot fail to 
sco how grave and important is the work 
wo bavo undertaken. On it depends the 
eternal salvation of many, together with 
the spread of divine honor and the glory of 
tho Christian name. 


"No season could be more fitting for this 


work of piety than that in which, "long 
ago, the apostles, after onr Lord's ascen- 
sion into heaven, remained together 'Per- 
severing in prayer with Mary, the Mother 
of Jesus,' awaiting the promised 'Power 
from on High' and all the gifts and graces. 


Koiv Ie the Accepted Time. 


" 'In the multitude of the faithful there 


was but one heart and but one soul.' For 
this reason we have thought it wall, by 
our exhortation and call, to excite the 
piety of Catholics, that they may, follow- 
ing the example of the "Virgin Mary and 
ol tho holy apostles (luring the nine days 
preceding the sacred feast of Pentecost, 
pray God with one miud and with special 
fervor, renewing and repeating the peti- 
tion, 'Scud forth Thy spirit, nud tlicy 
shall be created, and Thou shalt renew tho 
face of the earth.' 


"Since the Holy Spirit Is, above all 


things, charity, It is greatly to be hoped 
that, the spirit of error and wickedness be- 
ing put down, greater and stronger har- 
mony and nuiou of mind will prevail as 
tJiey should among children of the church, 
who should do nothing in strife; should 
think tho same things, and, united, should 
have the same charity. And so, perfect- 
ing our joy, iimy they form one strong and 
flourishing body, not in the name only, 
but in fact. 


"From this example of Christian har- 


mony among Catholics themselves, from 
this piety in praying the diviuo paraclete, 
is specially to bo hoped tho reconciliation 
of our separated brethren, for which we so 
earnestly labor; su that they may come to 
feel tho sumo in themselves us in Jesus 
Chrish; and, being ut last united with us 
in faith and hope, may be joined with us 
also in the bonds of perfect charity. 


Howards For tlie Faltliful. 


"And now, besides the blessings which 


tho faithful who respond cheerfully to our 
call will certainly and abundantly rccaivo 
from God for such an activity of piety and 
fraternal love, it has pleased us to add and 
bestow the reward of pacrcd Indulgences 
from the treasuro of church. 
Therefore, 


to alMrho for nine conaecutivo days be- 
fore Pentecost either publicly or privately 
rccllo some special prayer to the Holy 
Spirit, we grant on each of those days an 
indulgence of seven years and seven quar- 
antines and a plenary Indulgence on any 
one of those days, or on the feast of Pente- 
cost Itself, or on any day of the following 
octave; provided, having confessed their 
sins and received absolution and holy com- 
munion, they prayed God according to the 
Intention which we hove above expressed. 


"We further grant to those who desire to 


repeat for eight cloys following Pentecost 
the same conditions that may gain both 
of 
the 
above mentioned indulgences. 


Those indulgences may be applied to the 
souls In purgatory, and, by our authority, 
Vie decree aud order that they shall be 
available each year for the future; those 
things being observed which are required 
by tho law and custom. 


"Given at St, Peter's, Rome, under the 


seal of the Fisherman, the 5th of May, 
1895, in the eighteenth year of our pontifi- 
cate."

The admiralty office at London had 
issued positive, instructions for the detail 
of part of tho Pacific squadron for a patrol 
fleet in the sealing waters. In accordance- 
with these instructions, word was sent to 
the Canadian officials to furnish the list of 
ships to the ambassador at Washington. 
Tho officials mistook this to mean a list of 
.all the sealing vessels, Instead of naval 
ships, and accordingly the long list ol pri- 
vate craft about to start for tho scaling 
grounds, or already on their way, was pre- 
pared. 


As soon as Sir Julian received the dis- 


patch yesterday, ho telegraphed to Ottawa 
that the list of ships previously called for 
referred to the naval ships, and those were 
desired at the earliest moment.

He was instructed 
"by the Venezuelan minister of lureiyn a£- 
fnirs a short while ago to request tliiit tha 
United States ambassador at Paris, Mr. 
Eustis, be asked to act as intermediary in 
restoring friendly relations bci\vc-in tlio 
two countries. 


Thu United States legation at Curacas 


was also notified of the desire of the Ven- 
ezuelan government, and sent a recom- 
mendation to tho state department that 
the office of intermediary be accepted. 


Department officials will not discuss tho 


subject, and it cannot be learned whether 
instructions havo yet been sent to Ambas- 
sador Eustis. 


Origin of the Trouble. 


The- trouble between France and Vene- 


zuela originated about four months ago. 


A number of European ministers resid- 


ing at Caracas united in a confidential 
note to their respective governments, in 
which they told of the las condition of the 
government and the tendency of Vene- 
zuelan oflicials to uvoid the settlement of 
ju=t claims. 


The note was signed by the ministers of 


France. Germany, Spain and Belgium. 
The Italian minister did not sign it, but 
sent it to his government ';for informa- 
tion." By mischance, the "confidential" 
was omitted from tho note, and it was 
published, with the signatures ot the min- 
isters, in the Italian green book. 


Venezuela thus was pilloried- She at 


once gave their passports to iho French, 
Spanish and Belgium ministers, but the 
German minister had left before this in- 
dignity conkl be offered to him. By this 
step Venezuela was almost cut off with 
relations with leading nations.

Britain withdrew her ministerd some time 
ago, because of the boundary trouble. 


It is with a view of overcoming this 


isolation that Venezuela now asks tho 
kindly offices of the United States toward 
as-sumiug relations with the rest of tho 
world.

tnins to illumine our minds and gra- 
ciously to turn our. wills to thu \rn.v of 
siilvatiou. Catholics surely cannot fail to 


how gmvo and impoutaut is the work 


we have undertaken. On it depends the 
eternal salvation of many, together with 
thu spread of divine honor and the glory of 
thu Christian naino. 


'No season could be more fitting for this 


work of piety than that in which, long 
ago, 
tho apostles, after our Lord's uscen- 


m int.o lujtiveLi, remained together 'Per- 


severing in prayer with Mary, the Mother 
of Jesud,1 awaiting tho promised 'Power 
from on High' and all the gifts and graces. 


No^v IH Ilia Accepted Time. 


" 'In the multitude of the fairhtul there 


was but one heart and but one soul.' i'or 
this reason wo have thought it well, by 
our exhortation and call, to excite tho 
piuty of Catholics, that they may, follow- 
ing the example of -the Virgin Mary and 
of the hnly apostles during the nine days 
preceding Lhe sacred feast of Peuleco.sC, 
pray God with one mind and with special 
fervor, renewing and repeating the peti- 
tion, 'Send forth Thy spirit, and thcy 
tiiall be cre.'ited, and Thou slialt renew the 
face of the earth.' 


"Since tlie Holy Spirit is, above all 


thiug'a, charity, it i.s gt'eatly to be hoped 
that, the npidt of error and wickedness be- 
ing put down, greater and stronger har- 
muny and uniim of mind will prevail as 
tJioy should among children of the church, 
who should do nothing in strife; should 
think the samu tlmigs, and, united, should 
have'lho sarni; charity. And so, perfect- 
ing our joy, may they form one strong and 
nourishing body, not in the ]*ame only, 
but in 1'acc. 


"From this example oE Christian har- 


mony among Catholics themselves, from 
this piety in praying the divine paraclete, 
is specially to be hoped the reconciliation 
of our separated brethren, for which we so 
earnestly laljur; so rhat they nuiy come to 
feel the same in themselves as in Jesus 
Chrish; and, being at last united with us 
in faith nucl hope, may bo joined with us 
also in the bonds of perfect charity. 


Kewai-dy l^or the I'':iithful. 


"And now, besides the blessings which 


the faithful who respond ohccL'fully to our 
call will certainly nnd abundantly receive 
from God for such an activity of piety and 
fraternal love, it has pleased us to add and 
bosloir tho roinird of sacred indulgences 
from the treasure of church. Therefore, 
to aiy\vho for nine consecutive days be- 
fore fcntccost either publicly or privately 
recite some special prayer to tho Holy 
Spirit, we grant ou each of those days an 
indulgence of seven years and seven quar- 
antines and a plenary indulgence on any 
one of those days, or on the feast, of Pente- 
cost Itself, or on any day of the following 
octave; provided, having confessed their 
sins and rccvived absolution and holy com- 
munion, they prayed God according to tho 
luLention which we- have above expressed. 


"We further grant to those who desire to 


repeat for c!ght days following Pentecost 
the same conditions that may gain, both 
of the 
nbovo mentioned indulgences. 


These indulgences may be applied to the 
souls in purgatory, and, by our authority, 
Vvc decree ,".nd order t.hnfc they shall be 
available each year for tho future; those 
things being observed which are required 
by the law and custom.

Sir Julian also took occasion to clear up 


Eomc misapprehensions as to the British 
naval vessels which will patrol Bchring 
sea. The admiralty office at London had 
issued positive instructions for the detail 
of part of the Pacific squadron for a patrol 
fleet ia the scaling waters. In accordance 
"With these instructions, word .was sent to 
the Canadian officials to furnish the list of 
ships to the ambassador at Washington. 
The offlcialg mistook this to mean a list of 
all the sealing vessels, instead of naval 
ships, and accordingly the long list of pri- 
vate craft about to start for the sealing 
grounds, or already on their way, was pre- 
pared. 


As soon as Sir Julian received the dis- 


patch yesterday, ho telegraphed to Ottawa 
that the list of ships previously called for 
referred to the naval ships, and these were 
desired at the earliest moment. 


In view of tlie admiralty office's in- 


structions, there is no further doubt that 
tho patrol will be maintained, and all un- 
easiness of the department on this score 
has been removed. The conference with 
Sir Julian was very satisfactory and put 
a more favorable aspect on the Behring 
sea question.
